at Manilla Ir not harm to Dewey, kut 
to the Spaniards in the city. 

The officials of the war department 
do not care to give out any apeclflc in- 
fOmatlon ai to when OenAral Shatter 
with his troops will land In Cuba, but 
from certain sign^ of restlessness ex- 
hibited by them it is evident they 
would not be aurprlsed to have aome 
Tory important newa within the nest 
few hours. 

The naval officials are confident Ad- 
miral Sampson wijl have established 
eaUe connection within that time, so 
tfiat ne^ oT tho arMva) dt tho Ameri- 
can troop transports off Santiago 
should not be longer delayed than the 
time required for a dispatch boat to 
malce the run of 40 miles eastward 
along the coast to the shores ot Ouan- 
tanarao harbor, where the cable will be 
working under the protection of Colo- 
nel Huntington's marines. 

There was an exhibition of feverish 
aetlTity at the war department so pro- 
nounced as to attract attention even in 
^ these stirring times. It was apparent 
Ttbat renewed efforts were making to 
complete the equipment of troops al- 
ready gathered at the concentration 
points, and that preparation.s are in 
progress to move a number of troops. 

So far, however, It is stated that no 
Mdera have gone out for the actual 
movement, ahi what has beeh and is 
being done in that direction Is merely 
preparatory. Very likely definite ac- 
tion will follow a conference which 
Secretary Alger and the president will 
hare with deneral Miles when he ar- 
rlV%i here from Tampa. 

MILE.S WILL r>I':( II)B. 

The general is better aware of the 
exact Stat* of fitness of the troops at 
the southern rendezvous points than 

any one else, and the president and 
Secretary Alger In all probability will 
be bound by what he has to say in de- 
ciding upon the further disposition of 
troops. 

If General Miles, as is thought to be 
probable, recommends a further con- 
centration of troops on the southern 
seaboard, the new encampment at Fer- 
aandlna, Fla., will be made ready for 
the reception of the additional troups. 
^he officials have been forehanded as 
f^to this camp, profiting by the exper- 
ienoo gained in the establishment of 
the two great camps at Chlckamauga 
and Camp Alger. 

The president has not yet decided 
what measure of reward shall be meted 
«at to Hobfeon tor bUf brave achieve- 
ment The men he led have been 
taken care of. Secretary Long attend- 
ed to that himself because it was a 
matter entirely within his authority 
and they have been made warrant 
ofllcers, the ideal of a sailor's ambition. 

The navy department has sent to the 
battleship Massachusetts a complete 
new breech Ba«ohaatm for one of the 
big IS-inch guns of that ahip. This 
was due to a report reaching the de- 
partment about a week ago that the 
breech of one of the guns was out of 
oritr. The new meohgniam will be 
delivered in a day or two, and can be 
readily substituted for the old breech. 

The condition of this 13-inch gun 
gave rise to rumors th#t the Massachu- 
■etts had suttored rather aovorely dur- 
ing the first action off Santiago ^d' 
that two of the big guns were disabled 
and a gunner killed. There wau no 
basis for ,the riuQor, beyo^^, the d^or- 
dered himO^ aMehaaiMa ratarroil to.

Washington, June 17. — Tho story of 
the battle of Manilla has been told of- 
ficially by the United Statea Consul 
Williams in a report to the depart- 
ment of state dated on board the 
United States cruller Baltimore in 
Manilla Bay May 4. , 

He begins by telling how the Ameri- 
can ships slipped into the harbor and 
lined up for battle off Cavite. He 
adds: 

At about 5:30 a. m. Sunday, May 1, 
the Spanish guns opened tire. With 
magnificent coolness and order, but 
with the greatest promptness, our 
fieet, in battle array, headtd by the 
liagahip,, answered the Spanish attack, 
aha tor about two and a half hours 
a most terrific flre anauodb 

The method of our operation could 
not have shown greater system, our 
guns greater effecUveneaa or our of- 
ficers and crews greater braVery, and 
while Spanish renistaiice was stub- 
born, and the bravery of the Spanish 
forces such as to challenge admira- 
tion, yet they were outclassed, weighed 
in the balance of war againtt the 
methods, training, aim and bravery 
shown oo our ships, and after less 
than three houra' periloua and intense 
combat, one of Spaln'a warahipa was 
sinking, two others were burning, and 
all others wltn land defenses had suf- 
fered severely when our squadron, 
with no harm done itself, retired for 
breakfast. 

At 10 a. m. Commodore Dewey re- 
newed the haftle with fatal effect 
with each evolution, and no better evi- 
dence of Spanish bravery may he 
sought than that, after the castiga- 
tion of our first engagement, her shTpa 
and forts should again answer our ere. 

But Spanish efforts were futile. Ship 
after snip and battery after battery 
went to destruction before the on- 
slaught of American eneiRv and train- 
ing, and an hour and n half of our 
second engagement wrotighl the anni- 
hilation of I lie Spanish tleet and forts, 
with several hundred .'Spaniards killed 
and wounded and millions in value of 
theirgovernment's property destroyed. 

While amazing, almost unbelievable, 
as it seems, .not a ship or gun of our 
fleet had been disabled, antf except on 
the Baltimore, not a man had been 
hurt 

One' of the crew of the Baltimore 
had a leg fractured by slipping and 
another hurt in the ankle in a similar 
manner, while four received slignt 
flesh wounds from splinters thrown 
by a 6-inch projectile which pierced 
the starboard of the cruiser. 

But in the battle of Manilla bay the 
United SUtes squadron of six war- 
ships totally destroyed the Spanish 
fleet of eight warships, many forts 
and batteries, and accomplished this 
work without the loss of a man. 

History has only contrasts. There 
Is no coup d'etat to form a comparison. 
The only finish flght between the mod- 
ern warships of dvllieed nations has 
proven the prowess of American naval 
men and methoda, and the glory ia a 
victory for the whole people. 

Our erewa are all hoarae from cheer- 
ing, and whfle we suffer for cough 
drops and throat doctors, we have no 
use for liniment or surgeons. 

To every ship ofllcer and crew all 
praise be given. As Victoria was an- 
swered years ago: "Your nuijet-ty, 
there Is n> stMond, " so may 1 reiunt 
to your department as to our warahips 
conquering the Spanish fleet to^ the 
battle of Manilla, "There la hO flrat; 
there is no second." ^ ^ , 

The cool bravery and eSclency of 
the commodore was echoed by every 
captain and commander and down 
through the lines by every ofllcer and 
man, and naval history of the dawning 
century will be rich if It (umishes to 
the world so glorious a display of in- 
telligent command and successful 
servicti as must be placed to the credit 
of the United States Asiatic squadron 
Wider data of May 1.

Camp McCalla, Guantanamo Bay, 
June 17. — The brick fort and earth- 
works at Caimanera at the end of the 
railroad leading toHbe city of Guan- 
tanamo were demolished by the bom- 
bardment of the Texas, Marblehead 
and Suwanee. The warships opened 
fire at 2 p. m. and the bombardment 
lasted 1 hour and 30 minutea. 

During the afternoon a half starved 
and ragged Spanish soldier crawled 
into the camp and gave himself up. 
He said he expected to be shot, but 
he would gladly die If they would only 
give him food and water. He had had 
neither for 48 hours. 

He reported that there were 2,000 
Spanish soldiers, half starved, who 
wanted to give themselves up, but that 
they believed th^ would be killed by 
the Americana aa aoon aa they were 
onCe In captivity. 

The Spaniard was given a good din- 
ner and some clothing and waa then 
taken on board the Marblehead. He 
declared that be would gladly go back 
and report to his comrades, but that 
they would certainly shoot him. He is 
now held as a prisoner on the Marble- 
bead. 

The Marblehead's little steam launch 
cleared out a detachment of Spanish 
bushwhackers and escaped without the 
loss of a man after a hot engagement 
of a quarter of an hour. The launch 
had been dragging the harbor near 
the fort for mines, had found one and 
was towing it back to the Marblehead 
when the enemy concealed in the 
bushes on the sbore, opened a hot flre 
ou the five men in the launch. 

The launch headed toward shore and 
began banging away, but the bow gun 
enally kicked overboard, carrying the 
gunner with It In the meantime the 
enemy was tieelug wildly. The marine 
was promptly rescued. It is believed 
that several Spaniards were killed.

Washington, June 17. — Reports re- 
ceived at the adjutant general's office 
show that practloilly all the ragiments 
now in the field, and Which are to be 
filUd to their maximum strength under 
the president's call for 75,000 men, 
have sent recruiting partiee to the 
states froa which the organisations 
come to obtain the necessary men for 
this purpose.

It Tore a Big Hole in the E^^rtli Over Near 
I'hillicuthe, Ubiu. 



Ciiii.i.K OTHE, 0., June 1 1.— Imbedde<l 
deep in the soil of Hiram Davis' farm 
near 8torm's Station, this ooonty, Ilea tbe 
remarkable metoer, whose appearance 
last Friday waa noted at Bainridge, Wash- 
ington C. H., Waverly, Jackson and 
many other places. That the meteor is 
an Immenae one is proved by the fact 
that it plowed up nearly two acres of 
ground where it struck the earth. 

It was Just at noon laat Friday that the 
meteor entered the atmosphere, and the 
fiery trail it left behind it tbrougii the 
heavena aa It fell waa seen by many per- 
sona all over this portion of the State. 
The noise of its rushing through the air 
was so great that the houses wereoliakeh 
and the windows rattled as far away as 
Cynthiana, Pike County.
